WHY PEOPLE BELIEVE

When placed under arrest at Frank- 
lin avenue, she readily agreed to ‘ac- 
company the officer to the Four Courts. 

“IT am sure I will be acquitted when 
my case comes to trial,’’ she said. ‘‘The 
only reason I ran away was that I didn’t 
want to stay in Jail until my trial.’’

Mrs. Berta Dreiss Lost Four of 
Family in Odessa Mas- 
gacre. 





AWFUL NEWS IN LETTER 





Sister-in-Law, Writing From 
Hospital Cot, Is Near 
Death. 


Mrs. Berta Dreiss of 1628 Carr street 
is mourning the loss of two brothers, 
killed by the Czar’s Cossacks in a single 
day at Odessa, Russia. 

News of the death of her relatives 
was brought to Mrs. Dreiss Wednesday 
in a letter from her sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Baila Dreiss, written from a hospital, 
in which the writer also said she, too, 
had been struck by a Cossack bullet, 
and did not expect to live. 

The riot began, the letter said, at the 
house where Baila and Urasoff Dreiss 
lived, and they were among the first 
They were shot down in the 
door of their home, and the writer's 
aged father, who ran forth at the sound 
of the shooting, was murdered as he 
bent over their prostrate figures. 

Two children of Baila Dreiss, the let- 
ter said, were at play in the house. 
The Cossacks, entering, tore the little 
ones limb from limb. Their screams 
attracted their mother, who ran scream- 
ing to the spot and wounded. 

The writer said that hér mother had 
been missing since the day of the riot, 
but she does not say whether she has 
been killed. 

“You will never again see your broth- 
ers,” the letter concluded, “and I am 
dying. I send you a picture of Balla, 
which is all I have for you to remem- 
ber him by.” 

Mrs. Dreiss came to St. Louls seven 
months ago with her husband from the 
province of Ekaterinoslav, near Odessa, 
where, according to news dispatches re- 
ceived Wednesday, 100 persons were 
massacred Monday. 

Friends of Mrs. Dreiss gathered at 
her liome today to sympathize with her. 
She gave -way at first to violent grief, 
but controlled herself after a short 
time and told the narrative as she had 
learned it from the letter. 


BOMB FOR THE PASHA. 


Attempt on Life of Constanti- 
nople Police Chief. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, via Sofia, Bul- 
garia, Nov. 15.—Fehmi Pasha, the 
chief of the secret police of the Pal- 
ace, was intended to be the victim of 
yesterday's bomb outrage. 

The Pasha, however, escaped un- 
scatched, and the explosion did little 
damage. The bomb was thrown from

Meat Eating Nations Are the Leaders 
in Every Branch of Human 
Achievements. 


The ruling nations of the world are 
meat eaters and history records that 
they always have been. 

Vegetarians and food cranks may 
explain this in any way they choose, 
but the facts remain that the Ameri- 
cans, English, Frenca, Russians and 
Germans are meat-eating nations, and 
they are also the most energetic and 
most progressive. 

The principal food of the heroic 
Boer soldier, known as Biltong, is a 
sort of dried beef, affording a great 
deal of nourshment in a highly /con- 
centrated form. ' 

The weak races of people are the 
rice-eating Chinese, Hindoos and Si- 
amese, regarded since the dawn of 
history as non-progressive, supersti-: 
tious and inferior physically | and 
mentally to the meat eating nations 
who dominate them. 

The structure of the teeth plainly 
indicates that human beings should 
subsist upon a variety of food, meat, 
fruit and grains, and it is unhygienic 
to confine one’s diet to any one of 
those classes to the exclusion of an- 
other.

Father of Child Declares He

CHARGES INTIMIDATION 


Capt. Creecy Finally Reopens 
the Case and Calls for 
Reports. 


Recent exposures of police brutality 
have brought to light a complaint 
lodged against Policeman Humphrey 
O Leary of the Magnolia Avenue Dis- 
trict five months ago by Ben Clark, 
chimney sweep, probably the most wide- 
ly known negro in St. Louis. 

Clark complained to Capt. Creecy that 
O’Leary had gone to his home at 3424 
La Salle street July 4 and had offered 
insults and indignities to his 16-year- 
old daughter, Prudence Clark, and a 
girl friend, Willie May Peary of Bonner, 
Tex., while Clark and his wife were 
away from home on a fishing trip. 

No official action against O’Leary was 
taken at the time. Now, following an 
investigation by Post-Dispatch repo.ters, 
Capt. Creecy has reopened the case to 
the extent of asking for reports from 
Sergt. Timothy O’Leary, a brother of 
the policeman, and from two special of- 
ficers in his district. 

Clark says that when he and his wifé 
were starting on a fishing trip at 4 
o'clock on the morning of July 4 they 
met Policeman O’Leary and asked him 
to keep an eye on their house while 
they were gone so that it would not ve 
ignited by fireworks. 

“Five hours later,’”’ said Clark to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘my daughter, 
Prudence, who, with Miss Peary, had 
been left in charge of the house, was 
awakened by a knock at her bedroom 
door. Responding, she founds that the 
visitor was Policeman O'Leary. 

“‘Is this where Ben Clark lives?’ he 
asked. : 

‘**¥es, but he is not at home,’ said my 
daughter, holding “the door ajar a few 
inches as she was in a nightgown and 
did not want to be seen.

‘*‘ ‘Let.me in,’ said tne policeman, giv- 
ing the. door a shove. My daughter 
asked him to give her a chance to put 
on her élothes, but the policeman en- 
tered the room, took @ seat and talked 
to the two girls.

She only remem- 
bers that she slipped on a few garments 
and ran out of the house, 

When she returned lacer she found her | 
giri friend hiding in the cellar. O'Leary , 
was still in the room where she had 
left him. 

“If you don’t get out of here I'll re- 
port you to the Sergeant,”’ said Prudence 
to the policeman and then she went into 
the kitchen to cook breakfast, 

“O'Leary followed the girl into the 
kitchen and there attempted to put his 
arms about her. She jerked away from 
him and in the struggle he tore the 
sleeve of her dress. 


Remained an Hour. 


‘While he was in the house, which 
my daughter says was nearly an dour, 
O’Leary subjected the two girls to 
several insulting remarks. He did not: 
leave the house until after Prudence | 
Clark ran out saying that she was go- 
ing to look for the Sergeant.

turned home and when I heard my/f 


daughter’s story of what had hap- 
pened I accompanied the girls to the 
Magnolia Avenue Station, twhere they 
made complaint to Capt. Creecy. 

“Come back tomorrow,’ said the 
Captain when he had heard the state. 
ment. 

“We returned the next day. 

‘Come back tomorrow,’ repeated the 
Captain. 

“We did not return, but on that day 
Policeman Humphrey O'Leary was 
transferred from his beat around the’ 
Clark home to one in the Rock Springs 
district, far away. 

Accuses Policeman’s Brother. 

“The day after our first visit to the 
station Sergt. Timothy O'Leary, brother 
of the policeman, came to my house 
and asked me if I meant to prosecute 
his brother, who, he said, was drunk 
when he entered my home. I told him 
that I only wanted justice. He told me 
that it wouldn’t do me any good to 
file charges against his brother. 

“The next day two policemen in plain 
clothes came to me and told me that if 
I made a fuss I would be run out of 
town, but that if 1 kept my mouth shut 
there would be money in it for me. 

“A few days later Sergt. O'Leary 
came to the house again, showed me $40 
and told me I could have the money if 
I would drop the charges against his 
brother. 

“I did not go to the station again and 
I did not file charges against the po- .

Youth Admits Forging Checks 
to Pay Cost of Nightly 
Parties. 








SALARY, $30 A MONTH 





Helped to Form Social Club 
and Was Swamped With 
Invitations. 


- William Henry Hussey, a brown- 
haired, fair-complexioned youth of 20, 
arrested Wednesday at his room, 6047 
Page boulevard, is in the holdover at 
Four Courts, where he has admitted 
several forgeries, and has told they 
were committed to maintain his place 
in society.

Dr. Gould of Philadelphia writes: ‘‘The greater the number of school hours 
demanded by a nation of the children, the greater is the number of child-suicides, and 


especially where, as in Saxony, the correction by glasses of the small optical errors upon 





which the troubles of eye-strain chiefly depend is scorned.”’ 


It is an absurdly low estimate to place the proportion of the seventeen million of 
American school children, students, ete., whose characters and health are being injured, 
or positively ruined, by eye-strain at ten per cent. Myopia increases with each added 
year of school] study, and Myopia usually meams the eye-ball stretching from lack of 
proper glasses. The ‘‘nervous,’’ the ‘‘backward,’’ the ‘‘stupid’’ and ‘‘unhealthy’’ pupil 
is usually so from eye-strain. The state has no right to demand that every child should

‘Recognize Mutual Duties and

The relations of capital to labor, of 
employer to employe, of industrial com- 
binations to trade union organizations, 
and the means and methods whereby 
one may be transformed into harmony, 
peace and co-operation with the other, 
eonstitute the essence of the delibera- 
tions of the third annual convention of 
the Citizens’ Industrial Association 
which opened at the Planters’ Hotel at 
11 o'clock Wednesday morning. 
hundred delegates, representing 

as many cities of the United States, 

were in attendance when President J. 

W. Van Cleve: of the St. Louis Industri- 
al Alliance, which numbers 7000 mem- 
bers, called the gathering to order. 

Mr. Van Cleve presented Mayor Wells, 
who welcomed the visitors in behalf of 
the city. 

President C. W.-Post of Washington, 
an extensive employer of labor, made 
.the introductory address. 

After reviewing the birth and gradual 
' growth of trades unions, which, he said, 
in former days were free of strikes, 
'lockouts, the so-called boycott and vio- 
| lence, Mr. Post directed attention to the

‘fact that there are “‘sOme most noable 
‘and admirable labor organizations, wise- 


ly conducted and a credit alike to lead- 
ers and members,” and admitted that 
better wages as a result had been se- 
cured from employers. 

Labor and Commodities. 


He made the point that every time the 
price of labor went up, so also the price 
of commodities went up; just as when 
the Beef Trust and similar monoollies 
increased the cost of their products 
The burden in each case falls on the 
consumer, he said, who embrace the 
vast majority of citizens allied neither 
with trades union or capital. 

The purpose of the Industrial Associa- 
tion was made clear by Mr. Post, who 
asserted that it woud not sanction the 
“closed shop,’’ which, he argued, was 
opposed ‘‘to law and the liberty of the 
people.”’ 

“Many queries,’’ said Mr. Post, ‘are 
made as to the details of operations of 
the local associations. These details 
have been worked out from actual ex- 
perience in the field and the effective 
machinery protected. 

“The results are remarkable in 
maintaining continuous industry and 
peace.” 

In concluding Mr. Post said that 
“one of the best managed trade un- 
ions is now considering the advisabil- 
ity of joining the National Citizens’ 
Industrial Association in a body. 

“The full effect,’’ he added, “of such 
a step towards industrial peace no 
man can foretell. Any labor union or 
other Organization that can give evi- 
dence of lawful purpose, and that does 
not oppose the begt interests of the 
community, will be cordially admitted 
to membership in the association and 
protected by it.” 

At the afternoon session F. C. Nune- 
macher, president of the Employers’ 
Association of Louisville, spoke on 
“The Open Shop and the Printer.” 

He was followed by Judge Jesse 
Holdom of the Superior Court of Cook 
County, Ill., who delivered an interest- 
ing and exhaustive address in refer- 
ence to the “legal and historical 
progress of labor unions.” 

In the course of his remarks, Jude 
Holdom cited the records of the I@.- 
parsers of Labor Statistics at Wash- 
ngton, which show, said he, 


strikes in the United States, involving 
117,509 establishments, throwing out 
of empioyment 6,106,509 persons. 


Loss From Strikes. 


“The wage loss of these strikes,” 
said Judge Holdom, “is estimated at 


257,000,000; during which time the 
unions paid more than $16,000,000 in 
strike Peneate.

The protest made by the smaller ath- 
letic cluos of St. Louis against - the 
wholesale acquisition of their athletes 
as told in Tuesday's issue of the Post- 
Dispatch, has attracted a great deal of 
attention and comment. While it goes 
without saying that the M. A. C. offers 
attractions of clubhouse, gymnasium, 
etc., that are unequaled in the West, 
and which. will naturally attracrc ath- 
letes from less fortunately situated in- 
stitutions, it is not any the less a fact 
t rote © 1s no ill rounacd, 

The demand made by the smaller 
clubs that the M. A. C. develop its own 
athletes instead of coaxing those they 
{the smal! clubs) have developed away 
from them is in good point.

ble. Only in such a way an athletic 


children never made a father famous. 

The M. A. C. is a marznificen ciu % 
splendid corps of instructors in every 
department. Yet it seems to lack ath- 
letic life. As has been acutely said by 
a member of another club, it has not, 
outside of its swimming department, de- 
veloped an athlete of its own. 

This is not as it should be. Physical 
Instructor Bassett has shown extraor- 
dinary ability In the promotion of gym- 
nasium classes and handling of classes 
for business men.

something lacking in higher club man- 
agement. As a matter of fact, we do 
think presidents do not give the ath- 
letics of athletic clubs enough intelli- 
gent attention. We have never seen an 
athletic club of St. Louis receive the 
same amount of personal attention as 
that given the Glen Echo by President 
McGrew, for instance, It is all very well 
to have capable chairmen of the vari- 
ous committees, but the president is the 
mean upon whom an athletic club must 
depend. This is not a criticism of any 
special official, but a mere statement of 
general impression. 

Outdoor and river swimming snould 
be one of its greatest features. Mef- 
fert's absence in the swimming season 
devitalizes this most important branch 
of sport. 

Long experience in St. Louis gymnasi- 
ums, especially in what is known as the 
swell gymnasiums, has taught us to be 
slow of criticism of physical instructors 
and athletic club officers. There appar- 
ently is that in the youth of St. Louis 
which seems singularly to unfit it for 
athletic pursuits. The old Pastime Club | 
was one of the finest in the world. In! 
Dun Davis, its boxing instructor, it ha 
a man beyond compare, a pupil of 
Peter Jackson's famous boxing school 


taught Fitzsimmons a deal of what he 
knows. It had for wrestling instructor 
the greatest little wrestler that ever 
stepped on a mat—Max Luttberg. It had 
a splendid handball court and gymnasf- 


good boxers, Paul Fisher, Fred Harris, 
Rutlege and Dave Chard, and at that, 
like the M. A. C., many of them were 
ready-made for Davis, rather than made 
by him. And Davis was a most capable 
man. Indeed, we have never Knownghis 
equal, 

The M. A. C.. like evey athletic club, 
jeeds close attention first from its pres- 
ident, then from its other officers, and 
from its instructors. Above and be- 
yond all, it must have support from the 
young manhood of the city. The M. A. 
(. deserves this. So did the Pastime 
Club. Yet it did not get it. However, 
bygones are bygones. The Pastime 
Club is dead, but the M. A. C. is very 
much alive and here to stay. 


The young men of St. Louis have never 
done justice to their athletic clubs. 
They have never done justice to them- 
selves or their city. 
This is especially true of what is 
known as the “social set.’’ The -foun- 
dry, rolling mill, canning factory set 
has always done itself justice. But the 
young gentlemen from the banks, the 
counting houses and the offices hav: 
not. 
Twenty vears ago it was the “bloods” 
of St. Louls who were its athletes, “To. 
Aay the rolling mill, blacksmith sho~ 
ind factory lads have driven the teun- 
esse doree out of athletics. The Rehers. 
Cabannes, Millers. “Rumeevsa, Scullins, 
D'liens, Walkers, Dvers, Fishers.

O’BRIEN’S CONVICTION. 

The conviction of Policeman James F. O’Brien for 
assault and battery in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection will have a wholesome effect. 

O’Brien’s offense was especially disgusting because 
the victim was a helpless woman, whose misfortune 
it was to be passing on the street at the moment 
when O’Brien was making an arrest. And because 
he accidentally hit her with his club he seemed to 
think it necessary to “make a case against her.” 

The lesson to be impressed upon other mem- 
bers of the force is that they are subject to the 
law, differing in no wise in that respect from citi- 
zens who wear undecorated clothes. There is rea- 
son to suspect that some policemen are under the 
delusion that they are exempt from the law and an 
assault by one of them upon a citizen will not be 
punished in the ordinary criminal tribunals. 
O’Brien’s conviction will enlighten these and per- 
haps restrain their ardor. 

But the place to begin the reform is in the 
Chief’s office. If the right notions of law and order 
prevail there they will prevail throughout the whole 
force. We can’t expect a patrolman to be a good 
policeman if his superior officers have loose ideas of 
discipline.
